SEATTLE (AP) - About GO feel of 
an abandoned pier on Seattle's 
downtown waterfront collapsed this 
morning, but no one was hurl, 
uuthorlicssaid. 

Police spokesman Don Church said 
officers and the city fire department 
responded when the pier collapsed 
shortly after 10 a.m., but there was 
no indication of any fire at the 
wooden PlerGS. 

Jhe 500-foot-iong pier Is owned by 
the Port of Seattle. The derelict 
structure includes a wooden' 
warehouse built on the pier deck. 

Port spokesman Bill Anschuetz

Hc said a large cement water lank 


came crashing ' down when the 
wooden pilings beneath it gave way.. 
That led to the collapse of part of 
the warehouse and the pier where 
the structure joins the land. 

Anschuetz said the pier, which was 
built around 1930, was condemned 
several years ago and had been fenc- 
ed off. For years the pier had been 
home to a fish processing plant. 

The pier and adjacent Pier 64. also 
a derelict, arc being considered for 
redevelopment. Among the pro- 
posals arc lo tear down the piers for 
a waterfront park or for pleasure 
boat moorage.

the remaining structure for now,

Reagan denies his presidency based mostly on personality 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - President 
HCagan. his credibility ballcred by 
ihc Iran-Contra affair, challenged 
ihe Idea Monday that his presidency 
"is somehow based more on per- 
sonality than on policy” and Invited 
critics to fight him directly oh the 
Issues. 

Reagan, for the first time, raised 
the issue of his personai popularity 
and struck a combative stance In a 
speech on his economic policies be- 
fore the annual convention of the 
National Association of Counties. 

He denied anew that his current 
scries of speech-making trips were 
designed to distract attention from 
the Iran-Contra affair." - • 

'He added: "And-while 1 am get- 
ting a few things off my chest, 
something else has been bothering 
me lately. 

“Critics have claimed that In op- 
fwslng . our administration on the 
issues, they’re at some kind of an un- 
falr-advantaga-=^thaLtbiS-prcsidcn-_ 
cy Is somehow based more on per- 
sonality than on polldy,” Reagan 
said. 


"The truth is, no president can 
remain popular unless he retains the 
fundamental support of the 
American people on the Issues. 

“So I Invite my critics — I wel- 
come my critics >- to go after me on 
the issues Just as hard as they 
please,” he added.' “We’ll let the 
people decide who’s right and who’s 
wrong.” 

The president’s critics and sup- 
porters alike have long believed that 
Reagan Is. Indeed, more popular 
than some of the policies he 
espouses', and that his public stan- 
ding transcends his position on Indi- 
vidual Issues.

• It Is the only-Sovlet enlerprlse 
producing pipeline equipment to 
carry oil and natural gas . to 
customers In Western Europe and 
is one of, the few that manufac- 
tures pumping and cooling com- 
ponents for this country’s expan- 
ding nuclear power industry. 

As an, exporter of heavy 
machinery and a key supplier In 
the sale of petroleum products — 
which bring in more than 60 per- 
cent of the nation's hard currency 
— Frunze also has bencfltted 
from rare handouts from Moscow, 
enabling It lo buy Western-made 
machines for Its produclioa linos. 

That may not be the case with 
factories that produce consumer 
goods solely for domestic use. 

The Frunze plant .was suc- 
cessful even before the 1985 ex- 
periment that Introduced 
"khozraschel.” Usually 

translated as "self-finance.” 
i-khozraschet-incorporated-an-ar-- 
ray of new management tech- 
niques to free * local managers 
from the central planning that 
governs most of the Sovjet 
economy. 

"We could not help but be suc- 
cessful,” deputy director 
Vladimir P. Moskalenko told 
fo reign correspo ndents who 
visited the enterprise last week 
on a tour organized by the 
Foreign Ministry. 

Moskalenko, who has a Ph.D. In 
. economics, said the Frunze 
managcmcnl formula could be

percent higher than (he national 
average, and employees can cam 
substantial bonuses by producing 
more than required by the gov- 
ernment’s central plan. 

"You can earn as much as you 
-want, if you're willing lo work 
hard,” said Pavel G. Koltln, a 
26-ycar-oid lathe operator.

"The two parties have been coiili- 
hulng the brainstorming that we’ve 
had for many weeks," she said. "We 
arc together In concept with the 
guild on the. residuals Issue but the 
parameters arc what separate us 
there." 

DGA spokesman Chuck Warn was 
not available at the site of the talks 
for comment, but he had said Sun- 
day: "We are not optimistic." If the 
strike goes off on schedule Tuesday 
morning it would be the first in the 
union's 51-ycar history. 

The 8,500-member union’s contract 
with producers expired June 30.

An Increase in rail shipments' 
especially of grain bound for export 
markets, and reduced expenses in oil 
and gas operations were cited 
Thursday In a company statement 
as major reasons for the gains. 

Burlington Northern. Etailroad, the 
nation's largest, Is the corporation's 
main subsidiary. 


Earnings for the three months en- 
ding June 30 rose to $74 million or 09 
cents a share from $28 million or 27. 
cents a share in the same period last 
year. The 198G figures, however, ex- 
clude the effect of writedowns for oil 
and gas and for railroad operations. 
With the noncash writedowns, the 
corporation had a second-quarter 
net loss of $785 million or $10.72 a 
share last year. 

For the first six months of the 
year, profits rose to $144 million or 
$1.92 a share from $112 million or 


S1.2G a share in the first half of 1986, 
excluding the writedowns. 

Major factors In the gains, said 
Don Pope of Burlington Northern, 
were a $27 million Increase In 
railroad performance, chiefly 
through shipping gains, and a $37 
million boost from oil and gas opera- 
tions. mostly through lower 
operating costs. 

Higher export demand Increased 
Burlington Northern grain ship- 
ments by 23 percent, and forest pro- 
ducts and Intermodal traffic — the 


transport of shipping containers — . 
also registered gains, the statement 
said. 

Revenue-ton-mlles, a measure of 
shipping volume, registered a 1C 
percent gain In the three-month 
period for a 5 percent boost in 
railroad freight revenue. 

The writedown was required by 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission to reflect lower prices for oil 
and natural gas, said Pope. '
